Loyalty to political parties on the part 
of their members is an understandable 
thing. But no party should require blind 
adherence to the actions and decisions of 
its leaders when they are taken arbi- 
trarily and without regard to those 
members. 


Such situations exist in the Democratic

NEW MIDEAST POLICY 


The Democratic nominee made 
another positive recommendation 
in the sphere of foreign policy. 
He called for a new American 
policy toward the Middle East, 
which he cited as the area of 
some of the gravest failures of 
the Eisenhower administration. 
This Middle Eastern policy, he 
said, should have as its ‘“‘first 
premise”’ recognition that ‘Israel 
is here to stay’’ and support of 
that nation with the arms, eco- 
nomic aid and diplomatic guar- 
antees necessary to assure her 
independence and integrity. 

But the bulk of Stevenson’s ad- 
dress was devoted to attack and 
criticism of Eisenhower, Nixon 
and Secretary of State Dulles. 


‘CULT OF PERSONALITY’ 


He charged the Republican 
Party with seeking to establish a 
“‘cult of personality’’ around Eisen- 
hower’s name that would make 
him -immune to criticism. The 
phrase “cult of personality’’ is 
the euphemism employed in the 
Soviet to describe the idolatrous 
worship that grew up around the 
late Josef Stalin. 

Stevenson asserted that the Re- 
publicans had hoped to stifle de- 
bate of national issues by smoth- 
ering them in a “blanket of 
warm, wet fog” in which the 
President and his actions would 
be held sacrosanct. 

“But in a free democracy there 
is no place for the notion that 
the President can do no wrong,” 
Stevenson said. “And we reject, 
too, the new notion that the 
President is somehow not respon- 
sible for the deeds of his govern- 
ment.”’
